Boyne Falls rejects summer tax 


Summer school taxes on agendas at East 


The summer tax question, opened 
up by Public Act 333 in 1982, was 
reviewed at Boyne Falls school board 
meeting earlier this month. 

“We're not going to collect it,’’ 
said superintendent Carl Moser. ‘‘We 
found it would not be to our benefit.’’ 

Moser emphasized that the Boyne 
Falls school district had a unique 
situation, because of the number of 
parcels of land to be taxed and the 
area SEV. 

“We could effect a total saving of 


5, SCR 


$13,000 if the collection fee was as 
low as $2 per parcel,’’ Moser, ex- 
plained. While there has been no 
formal resolution by the townships, a 
fee of $5 was indicated at one time. 

Schools are interested in a summer 
tax collection because they must bor- 
row on anticipated winter tax collec- 
tion in order to have enough money to 
run the schools from September until 
tax time. The interest on such large 
amounts is a significant item in school 
budgets. 


Boyne Falls borrowed $296,000 this 
year at 6.65 percent. ‘‘In larger dis- 
tricts, a summer tax certainly does 
pay,”’ said Moser. ‘‘Our situation 
could change, but at this point we 
won’t be collecting the summer tax.’’ 
Hudson, Boyne Valley, Warner, and 
Melrose townships make up the 
Boyne Falls school district. 

Superintendent Tom Rossler said 
the East Jordan school board would 
decide whether to pass a summer tax 
resolution at its next meeting. He

BF students 
continue to do 
well in state tests 


Boyne Falls students in the fourth, 
seventh and tenth grades, as in pre- 
vious years, continue to successfully 
attain minimal objectives as set forth 
in the Michigan Assessment Tests. 

The assessment tests are given 
each year to measute specific mini- 
mum objectives in mathematics and 
treading. 

The fourth grade results showed 
that 81.8 percent of the 22 students 
taking the test mastered the objec- 
tives in math while 90.0 percent ac- 
complished the same in reading, 

At the seventh grade level, of the 
20 students taking the test, 75.0 per- 
cent showed mastery of the math 
objectives while 80.0 percent did so in 
reading. 

in the tenth grade 47.8 percent of a 
class of 23 students achieved the 
math objectives and 73.9 percent 
the reading objectives. 

A comparison of the schools results 
with the state averages will be made 
when the state results are received, 
probably in January.

Ferry to close 
for winter

The {fronton Ferry is closing down 
for the winter season this Friday, 
December 2 at the end of the last run 
across the narrows at 10:00 p.m. 

The ferry will then be winterized 
and will be stationed at the ferry to 
await the beginning of the season 
next year in April. 

This year over 50,661 cars used the 
ferry, which is the shortest way to 
Charlevoix from Boyne City. It is also 
one of the more popular tourist attrac- 
tions in the county. 

Over 12,000 cats used the ferry in 
July. 


said the state time-frame requires 
passage before the end of the year. 
The resolution, however, could be 
changed later, he said. 

“One of the problems,’’ he said, 
“‘is that we share some of our town- 
ships with other school districts, so 
we need to know what the others are 
going to do. If townships are going to 
collect for one district, they might as 
well do it for all.”’ 

Rossler favors the summer tax col- 
lection, although East Jordan has 
never had it. He said he would actual- 
ly prefer to have all, not just part of 
the taxes, collected in summer. It 
would be good for schools whose 
budget year is mandated to go from 
July 1 to June 30. It would also be 
good for many residents, burdened by 
state and federal taxes and other 
winter expenses. Although, he said,it 
could adversely affect the cash flow of 
some businesses. 

Suggestions have been made that 
schools accumulate enough funds to 
make borrowing unnecessaty, ‘‘That 
would require a tax increase,”’ said 
Rossier. It would take a few years to 
set aside enough. 

The date of the next regular school 
board meeting is December 13, but it 
may be rescheduled because of athle- 
tic events, - 

Boyne City school board has also 
set its December meeting as the date 
for a decision. It seems likely it will 
simply return to a city tax collection 
and not try to involve the townships.

Landfill problems don’t go away 


‘Open dumps are in the process of 
being closed down around the state,” 
said Charlevoix County Planner Larry 
Sullivan in an interview on November 
21. He was echoing pronouncements 
being made in various state agencies. 

At ''A New Solid Waste Strategy,’’ 
a conference taking place in Lansing 
on December 7, and sponsored by the 
Michigan Municipal League, resource 
recovery and incineration will be dis- 
cussed as alternatives to dumping. 

The ideas aren’t new but they are 
becoming more necessary as places 
for new landfills become harder to 
find. 

“Licensed landfills will continue to 
operate, however,’’ Sullivan added, 
because some materials can’t be 
burned or recycled.’' 

He admitted that in time ‘‘there is 
a potential of a leak in any landfill,’”’ 
regardless of how good the clay lining 
may be. At present the only hope, he 
said, is ‘‘to minimize it as much as 
possible.”’ 

He said that landfills such as Char- 
levoix Garbage Service in Ironton 
should not be accepting toxic wastes 
in any quantity. Their limits are spel- 
led out in the Resource Recovery 
Conservation Act.

Asked if the gas-contaminated soil 
dug out of Boyne City recently was 
toxic waste, he says yes, but added, 
“‘Amounts make a difference.”’ 

‘Municipalities can enforce regula- 
tions,’’ he said. ‘It’s not necessary 
for a township to have an ordinance in 
order to proceed with a case.”’ 

Asked if new legislation being 
Proposed for innovations in waste- 
handling would mean anything for 
northern Michigan, Sullivan said 


there’s a problem here of shipping 
small amounts to far-away points. 
There is hope that bill might include 
financing such an ‘effort or even 
developing markets within the area to 
accept and process recoverable waste. 

In compliance with the county-ap- 
proved solid-waste plan, all munici- 
palities except Boyne City are trans- 
ferring waste to the Ironton landfill or 
to one of the jicensed landfills in 
adjacent counties.

Renaming commissions sounds good to us 


An idea was broached at a recent parks 
and recreation commission meeting that 
makes a lot of sense to us, at least, in the 
media. 

The idea is to change the names of the 
various commissions that the Boyne City 
charter calls for, from ‘‘commissions’’ to 
‘‘boards’’ or some other appropriate name. 

The purpose of the change is that some 
people get confused as to what is being done, 
or what is being said, by one of the com- 
missions. Some people think that it is the city 


commission, when the item being discussed 
was at an airport commission meeting, for 
instance. 

And if the people think that the idea was 
wrong they may call their respective city 
commissioner to tell him or her off. The only 


. problem is that the city commissioner may 


not even know what particular commission 
had had a meeting, let alone what was being 
discussed. 

A city commissioner has only so much time 
to devote to the city. (It is a part-time elected 


position), and sometimes can not keep track 
of everything that is going on around the 
city. 

If the word ‘‘commission’’ is changed to 
some other word, like board, committee, 
or authority, perhaps some of the confusion 
that may exist could be cleared up. 

While it may take a lot of amending of the 
city charter to make the changes, we think 
that the idea has merit and could help end 
some of the confusion that sometimes

If you are in the restaurant, motel, 
or any tourist orientated business 
here in Charlevoix County, don’t ex- 
pect to see any Russian tourists visit- 
your place of business. 

Charlevoix county is still off limits 
to Russians, according to a revised 
list of areas that ate open to visitors 
from Russia that was recently sent 
out by the State Department. 

But, we are not all alone, those 
same Russians can’t visit the city of 
Detroit, Emmet County, Arenac, Ma- 
comb, and Marquette counties as well 
as Iosco County. 

They can visit parts of Wayne 
County and even Bay County. 

The list opened up those places for 
the Bolshevik tourists. 

Not that we have heard of anybody 
trying to get up here to our corner of 
the world, but it is nice to know that 
we shouldn't expect anyone from 
Russia to be knocking at our doors, 

The list that the State Department 
has is so that some of our technol- 
ogy, some of our secrets hidden on 
our military bases would fot be 
discovered. 

We can see them not letting the 
Russians into losco county because of 
the air base there with its nuclear 
based arms, and the same with Mar- 
quette county.

‘‘Deerhunters, come as you are,’’ 
said the sign in front of the church.

Come as you are, Deerhunters, 
How dear are you? Does the church 
mean to accept your coming in as you 
are, with all your sins, great or small? 

Double-meanings can be entertain- 
ing to those who will pause to deci- 
pher their intentions. Also called 
ambiguities, they have much to do 
with other forms of writing, as well, 
all the way down to the pun. 

We won't deny that Shakespeare 
loved puns, but it was his other 
ambiguities that gave his plays that 
enduring thump of power. 

The trouble is that we may not have 
been trained at perceiving dual mean- 
ings and just read the story at its 
surface level. 

This means, for example, reading 
‘Huckleberry Finn’’ simply as the 
story of a boy who floated down the 
Mississippi on a raft with a runaway 
slave. Reading. this way, we miss 
sensing how. the raft » resembles 
Huck’s life as well as our own lives, 
which often seem to be swept along 
while we do nothing. 

When Huck is torn between turning 
the slave over to ‘‘the law,’’ or

risking getting him to freedom, we 
see his idealism when he chooses the 
higher law. There’s a duality there, 
and also one for us if we see in 
ourselves some of the same idealism. 

Discovering ambiguity is like 
suddenly reading the expression on 
someone’s face that may say more 
than what the person’s words say. In 
books, it reveals what literary critics 
call ‘‘depth of meaning.’ 

But discovering the ambiguity isn’t 
as easy as apple pie. If it were, it 
would lack impact. 

It would be like one of those fables 
with the moral all written out for you 
at the bottom of the page. 

A good writer interests the good 
reader enough so that the reader will 
work a little toward discovery, and 
meet the writer part way. The dis- 
covery is then a good moment. And, 
mind you the writer does not just 
throw obstacles at the reader, but 
provides material that is in itself 
worthwhile. . t 

Usually there are a bunch of dis- 
coveries, tangled’ with each other. So 
much. the better, One reason people 
read the classics more than once is to 
sort overt these tangles, for they give 
pleasure. 

Without understanding all this, 
“‘literature’’ often seems too much

State prices were from $10,057 to 
$10,420. ‘‘Manufagturers are giving 
no discounts to their dealers this 
year,’’ said Talboys. 

With these -prices, the spread be- 
tween area dealership prices and the 
State’s went from thousands to 
hundreds. . 

With such minimal savings, the 
commissioners decided to go with a 
local purchase. Bids will be asked 
promptly, because, Talboys said, it 
takes about 120 days to build to police 
car specifications, once an order has 
been made, and the car is needed 
before next year's new production 
season.

RON’S HOBO DINNER 
AND OTHER GOODIES 

My friend, Ron Averill, police chief 
of Milford, Michigan has a number of 
hobbies; one is to come to northern 
Michigan looking for Petoskey stones, 
agates and fossils, though I believe 
that his first hobby is cooking. Of 
course, he likes to combine the two. 
This hobo dinner is what he prepared 
for his lapidary club, cooking for 
about 40 people. 

A brand new galvanized garbage 
can makes the best kettle, or a big 
clean wash tub can be used. He has 
made good use of both. The kettle can 
be set on cement blocks with a 
firewood or charcoal fire built under- 
neath or a hole could be dug in the 
ground for the fire and then set the 
kettle over the hole. Ron has done it 
both ways. Put water in the kettle to 
cover whatever you are going to cook. 
Make a good hot fire and when the 
water boils add: 

%’ Yb Kielbasa per person (or wieners 
would be good) 

2 potatoes per person 

1 carrot per person 

2 ears sweet corn per person 

Also anything else you might like, 
such as small white onions or quar- 
ters of cabbage. 

To prepare the “vegetables, scrub 
.the potatoes but do not peel. Scrape 
the carrots and leave whole. The 


fresh corn is cooked in the husks but ~ 


you can open the husks and remove 
the silk inside if you wish. Cover and 
cook. When a potato is tender every- 
thing else will be ready. Ron scoops 
the food out of the kettle with one of 
those dippers used to scrape the ice 
out of the hole when ice-fishing. His 
scoop has a nice long handle and 
drains the water out of the vegetables 
as well. 

He always has lots of grated

Be ready for cars’ 
cold season 


Since seven of every 
10 motorists pump their 
own gasoline, there is a 
greater need than ever 
for Michiganians to be 
sure their cars are pre- 
pared properly for the 
cold-weather season, te- 
ports the Automobile 
Club of Michigan. 

“Because motorists 
save about 15 to 20 
cents per gallon, 72 per- 
cent of the gasoline sold 
in the United States is 
self serve,’’ said Robert 
Tellier, Auto Club’s 
Emergency Road Ser- 
vice manager. ‘‘Those 
dollars saved at the gas 
pump could be going up 
in smoke in the form of 
costly auto repairs if 
proper Maintenance 
steps aren't followed.’ 

‘Motorists who pup 


:their own gasoline 
sometimes neglect 
preventive mainten- 


ance checkups,”’ Tellier 
said, ‘‘It is important 
that drivers follow the 
maintenance schedules 
in their owners’ man- 
uals and do routine 
checks, such as the eng- 
ine oil, themselves.’’ 

Any motorist—armed 
with a screwdriver, tire 
pressure gauge and 
antifreeze hydrometer— 
can make the dozen pre- 
winter checks in less 
than 30 minutes. 

‘The 12 checks are 
easy enough to perform 
by anyone who can start 
a car,’’ Tellier said. 
“The benefit is a vehi- 
cle in good running con- 
dition ail winter long.’’ 

An Auto Club survey 
of more than 7,000 vehi- 
cles checked during last 
year's car care clinics 
showed that 85 percent. 
had at.least one defect. 
Slightly more than half 
of the vehicles checked 
had deficiencies, which 
if left unattended, could 
have resulted in break- 
downs. The average 
vehicle checked was 5.6 
years old, while the 
national average is 7.2. 

The Auto Club recom- 
mends motorists learn 
how to do the following 
12 items on a cold, non- 
running engine with the 
exception of the auto- 
matic transmission 
fluid: 

© Check motor oil 
level. 


* Brake fluid level 


Check tires before. 
winter driving 


Make sure that the 
money you save at self- 
service gasoline stations 
isn't wasted because 
your tires are under- 
inflated, advises the 
Tire Industry Safety 
Council. 

‘‘Underinflated tires 
can cost you more mon- 
ey than you save pump- 
ing your own gas,’’ said 
Council Chairman Don- 
ald G. Brotzman. ‘‘They 
wear out quicker and 
cut down on gas mile- 
age."’ 

The AAA advises mo- 
torists to make each 
fourth stop at a full- 
service gasoline station 
where the tires, oil, 
battery, window washer 
wells, wiper blades and 
lights can be checked. 

“Now that pumping 
yout own gas and clean. 
ing your own windshield 
has caught on, it’s up to 
motorists to take a more 
active part in their car’s 
overall care, including 


the tires," Brotzman 
said. 
Tire air pressure 


should be checked at 
least once a month and 
before long trips, Brotz- 
man said. ‘‘Use your 
own tire pressure gauge 
because air towers at 
service stations are of- 
ten inaccurate due to 
exposure and abuse."’ 

In autumn, tires need 
more attention because 
every time the outside 
temperature drops 10 
degrees Fahrenheit, the 
air pressure inside your 
tires goes down about 
one pound.
